Dave Campbell's rampaging Red- 
men rolled lo their fourth straieht 
victory in" IntercolleKiate play' this 
year as they torpedoed the Uni- 
versity o{ Montreal sextet, 9*4, at 
the Forum Friday evening,' Sparked 
by another hat trick by • Tommy 
Hale, the Senior Intercollegiate 
champs unleashed their most torrid 
offensive display in many a moon 
io keep well ahe*ad,of the capable 
Carabins throughout the till. 

Taking advantage of some spotty 
gqaling by Mercier, the U. of M. 
netmindcr, McGill's .hustlihg Hale 
brother combo, exploded into action 
in the first minute of play; before 
you could say George and Tommy 
the Redblrds had » great big two 
up on the. scoreboard. When Jack 
Millar added another marker to 
the Red and White total a few 
minutes later, the game began to 
assume the proportions of a walk- 
over. But Alcldc Hebert's crew 
tightened their defences and com- 
menced to exhibit .some mighty 
fine hockey, holding the maraud- 
inR Mnrtlcts (o a single goal in the 
next forty-one minutes. 

It was during this long stretch 
that one of McGill's favorite sons 
again came into the limelight. Dis- 
playing the matchless form and 
flawless clearing technique that 
make him college hockey's top net 
custodian, the Redmen's captain 
and goalie, Jack Gelineau, came 
through with some breath-taking 

slops. 

It was alMi'diirlng this span thai 
Campbell's second line 'movéd to 
the fore. Exhibiting some tenacious 
checking and aggressive puck- 
handling, the "Blue line" of Petit, 
Pitfield and Spiiler skated off a 
healthy proportion of the Redbtrda 
21. minutes in penalties. It Is cur- 
ious lo note that while a total of 
15 banishments (including two 
majors) were dished out by the 
rcfs. only one . goal was ' scored 
while the opposition was short- 
handed. That was Tommy Hale's 
second marker halfway through 
the middle stanza. This particular 
effort was a result , ol a beautiful 
passing play by tHe Hales and 
Ernie Spiiler. 

It was in the last 13 minutes of 
the final period that the game real- 
ly blew wide open. During this 
stretch a total of eight goals .were 
registered; five for the Redmen 
and three for the Carabins. The 
bipartisan crowd was in a. continu- 
al uproar as the red lights kept 
flashing, but when the siren soun- 
ded to end the match Campbells 
club, was ori the top end of a 9-4 
count.

Prof. Keys 
Receives New 
Appointment 



Dr. David A. Keys, the Macdon 
aid professor of physics at McGllV 
has been named vice-president of 
the National Research Council in 
charge of the atomic energy estab- 
lishment at Oiiilk River, Ont. In 
taking over tliis post Dr. Keyes 
will be the senior resident in 
charge. 

The National Research Council 
will be fully responsible for the 
operation of the Chalk River plant 
on February 1. 

Dr. Keys has been with the Mac- 
donald Physics Department here at 
McGlll for the past 25 years. In 
addition to his first year course in 
physics, he also gave courses In 
advanced optics, geophysics, ' and 
electron physics. During his early 
career, he did pioneer work in thé 
development of the cathode ny os- 
cillograph. Lately he has become a 
leading authority in geophysics 
with 'reference to- its use in pros- 
pecting for minerals. A textbook 
written by D. Keys and Dr. A. 
Eve is regarded as the standard 
text on geophysics. 

Dr. Keys was " bom In Toronto, 
and was educated at ihe Universi- 
ties of Toronto, Harvard and Cam- 
bridge. 

During the First Great War he 
did research in the anti-submarine 
division of the Admiralty. In 1S23, 
Sir Arthur Currle, thea principal 
of McGlll. brought Dr. Keys to 
McGlll. He was made associate pro- 
fessor in 1026, and a full professor 
In 1929. During the past war,' he 
had an important part in the train- 
ing of radio tichtiicians. Later 
he was head of tlie McGlll Univer-

tion, rising through the different 
academic grades of Assistant, Lec- 
turer) Assistant Professor and. As- 
sociate Profewor. • ' , 

Among other things, Professor 
Raymond has done pioneer/ work 
in the development of varietal hyb- 
rids In com. As'chainhah for many 
years of a Joint research project oh 
pasture Improvement^ he has parti- 
cipated In, directed and coordinated 
a series of studies of practical and 
scientific value. 

Professor Raymond Is the author 
of many articles, parhphlets, and 
bulletins on agronomic .'subjects, 
and n member of numeroiis' admini- 
strative, technical and scientific 
committecs and organizations. In 
addition, he is at present a direc- 
tor of the ,McGiiI Graduates So- 
ciety. 



Campaign For 
War Memorial 
To End Soon 



Eric Leslie, chairman of the exe- 
cutive committee of the McGill 
war memorial campaign, announced 
at a meeting of the general com- 
mittee and campaign workers held 
recently in the Faculty Club, that' 
the campaign ' will end this year, 
probably in May, with $750,000 set 
as the minimum over-all objective.

The pledges' previously 
made and payable In 1947 and in 
subsequent years totals $86,000, of 
which $50,000 Is payable In 1047.

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; For Student Voice 

While ilie average college student has be- 
come stereotyped in the mind of the man-on- 

- the street as a happy>go-lucI{y playboy cheering 
his fellows on to athletic victories, poor old Joe 
has had some worries on his mind. One of the 
most important, which may have been the reason 
for his occasional escapade,, is the question of 

. security — the vcr>' serious problem of jobs after 
graduation as well as during the summer months 
when his tuition fees and spending money are 
earned. 

For some time the summer employment prob- 
lem has been handled by a placement service 
under the Student*' Executive Council. How- 
ever, the more important question of post-grad- 
uate employment has been left on the loose- 
that is, until recently. A short time agOj the 
Graduates' Society decided to look into the em- 
ployment problem with a view to placing McGill 
graduates. After preliminary discussion with the 
•University authorities a University Placement 
Board has been set up including in its policy- 
making group several graduates and several staff 
members including the Veterans' Counsellor. A 
few cx-officio members, including the Principal, 
round out the committee. Under this committee 
is a special sub-committee which ^yiII handle the 
day-to-day problems. 

The main idea behind this Placement B\ireau, 
which is expected to go into operation in the 
near future, is to use Graduates' Society con- 
tacts in industry for the placement of recent 
graduates. The Graduates expect to have their 
organization connected with every Branch of the 
Society throughout the United States and Cana- 
da. The next move, once the organization has 
shown fcigns of flourishing anrl of a capacity to 
handle the new (rradûalcs, will be a spread into 
the problem of part-lime employment. 

This organization has been very well recëived 
and for good reason. In the major effort, one of 
the most pressing problems of students as wèll 
as of the country in generial will be attacked in 
^• forceful manner. Not only will students bene- 
^«t; but the lure of jobs in the United States and 
other countries will be cut down in strength with 
grsduates of Canadian universities being absorb- 
ed into an expanded Canadian industry instead 
of being another export product. 

However, students have been disappointed by 
a lack of representation on the policy-making 
committee. For the past few years we have been 
told that we arè à responsible group— and yet 
arc denied responsibility in this pressing question 
in which we are all so interested. Our own com- 
mittee— the Placement Bureau in the Union- 
Is being absorbed into the larger body, but no 
allowance has been made to give us a voîèe in 
its stead. 

It is accepted (hat the problem involves stu- 
dents to a (treat dcRrce. While we appreciate the 
ovèrnll aims of (he Bureau on ,our behalf, we 
consider (hot the committee on policy should he 
extended to include student representation. Only 
in this way can student vièws and problems be 
presented directly; only thus can the success of 
the venture be truly measured.— AX

MAJOR E. D. FULTON

student "veterans' grants, veter- 
ans' pensions, the espionage trial, 
all were treated with equal ease 
and thoroughness by Major Fulton 
when we met him Wednesday. 

The young .CohservatlveVin'ennber 
of Parliament from British Colum- 
bia served with the Seaforth High- 
landers ' during thèUast iwar, and 
has l>ecn quite active In connec- 
tion with ehdeavours at bettering 
the lot of university-going vets, 
since h Li election to the House of 
Commons in 1945. * 

Major Fulton, having consulted 
the report of the National Confer- 
ence of Student Veterans, doubts 
that the present grants are ade- 
quate—at any rate for married stu- 
dents, some of whom have children 
to support while pursuing^, Uielr 
studies. A motion was put forward 
to have the allowances of married 
vets Increased. Of course the need 
varies with the individuals; and 
Major Fulton holds that although 
an Increase in cash grants might 
not be necessary in a number of 
cases, provision ahould be made for 
loans to student veterans. The pre- 
sent grant to universities for that 
purpose features unnecessary ad- 
ministrative difficulties, the Major 
fears, and he feels that this could 
be remedied if vets could negotiate 
these loans directly wit^. DVA re- 
presentatives. , 
Another item of interest Is relat- 
ed to the Pensions Act. Under the 
present legislation, a veteran ap- 
plying for a pension has to prove 
that his disability Is 100% due di- 
rectly to his military service. The 
veteran Is entitled to the benefit 



of the doubt, contends Major Ful- 
ton, and it should be provided that 
"the medical category indicated on 
the veteran's attestation, papers 
should be presumed his acliial phy- 
sical condition at the time, so that 
any ' subsequent alteration in his 
health which becomes evident be- 
fore the time of his discharge, 
should be considered due to. his 
military service." 

The opinions voiced by Major Ful- 
ton on personal 'freedom shoiild 

'l'î'îiS^M^^^.'y «J"» »n *he campus 
that^was^atlrred, a few weeks ago, 
by the Jehovah Witnesses Incident. 
Major Fulton worked in association 
with famous debater Diefenbaker 
when the latter tried to Introduce 
a Canadian Bill of Rights, which 
would prevent the repetition of 
tiechnlcally legal arrests, such as 
was the case for those held in the 
espionage trlat During the last par- 
liamentary session, Mr, Diefenbaker 
suggested an amendment to the 
Citiznis'. Ad, providing for such a 
Bill of Rights. It was turned down, 
but Mr. Dlefenbaker's associate in- 
tends to revive ihe issue In the 
next session. . 

The very active M.P.. graduated 
from the University of British Col- 
umbia with a Rhodes Kholarshlp 
in 1836. He Is still keenly interested 
in university activities. In the re- 
cent months, Progressive Conserva-, 
tlve clubs have mushroomed on 
campuses between Vancouver and 
Halifax, and Major Fulton sees in 
this an encouraging sign of the in- 
creasing Interest shown by the stu- 
dent body In politics In general, 
and in his party in particular.
